Mexico in Texas 


l^ast week we began an arti­ 
cle by my sister, Elie K. Wil- 
kerson, which was 
published 
in the Azle Banner in 
1963. 
This week we conclude her ar­ 
ticle 


In 1321 Mexico finally 
won 
her independence from Spain. 
Texas became a province 
of 
Mexico. 
Through 
colonization 
the 
American 
population 
in­ 
creased in Mexican Texas. Soon 
the Texans quarreled with Mex­ 
ico about unsatisfactory condi­ 
tions of government. This led 
to War with Mexico. Santa An­ 
na was made by himself Dic­ 
tator of Mexico 
The Texans 
opposed dictatorship. 
Fighting 
began with the Battle of Gon­ 
zales, A monument now stands 
at Gonzales, dedicated to the 
men who believed that Gonza­ 
les should keep its cannon, and 
: dared 
Santa 
.Anna’s 
men 
to 
! "Come and take it.” 


The Battlefield at Fannin is 
now marked with a tall, im­ 
pressive monument where Col. 
Fannin and his brave men were 
defeated by Urrea. 
At Goliad 
is 
a 
monument 
erected during the Celebration 
of the Texas Centennial to Fan­ 
nin and brave soldiers who were 
: lined up and massacred by the 
order of the Dictator after they 
had been kept prisoners 
one 
week The names of the heroes 
are inscribed on the base of the 
monument. 


The French in Texa* 
La Salle, a Frenchman, in 
his attem pt to found a colony 
at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, 
landed 
on 
the 
Gulf 
< oan of Matagorda Bay near 
Port Lavaca. Feb. 1635. A mon­ 
ument is erected to his memo- 
r 
on the coast near Port La­ 
vaca. 
Another 
monument 
is 
erected in honor of La Salle in 
Navasota. 
La Salle and 
two 
huadn -1 colonist built a fort on 
Gracita.i 
Creek 
When 
com­ 
pleted it consisted of five or, 
six houses, a chapel 
with 
a 
stockade built around the en­ 
tire 
settlement. 
They 
named 
the village Fort Saint 
Louis.! 
The settlement ended as a fail-; 
Lire after the murder of La 
Salle by one of hi.> men near 
the point where the city of Na­ 
vasota now stands. 
By the treaty of 1819, Spain’s 
ownership was recognized. 
The purchase of Louisiana in 
1803 opened the vast area west 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
to 
American settlement. Soon 
a 
few Americans made their way 
into Texas 
Dr. Jam es Long 
made an unsuccessful invasion 
of Texas because he wanted the 
territory opened to 
American 
settlements. 
The first white girl bom in 
Texas was the daughter of Dr. 
Jam es Long and his wife Jane 
Wilkinson lx)ng. born in 1821 in 
a mud fort c reeled at Bolivar 
Point near Galveston 
Kian.
